REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-10 and 19-26 were examined. Claims 1-10, 19-23, 25 and 26 were 
rejected. Applicant thanks the examiner for acknowledging the allowable subject matter 
of claim 24. Although Applicant disagrees that claims 1-10, 19-23, 25 and 26 are all 
rendered unpatentable by the prior art of record, to expedite prosecution of the 
application Applicant has voluntarily amended independent claims 19 and 25 to include 
the allowable subject matter identified by the examiner. Claims 20, 22, 24 and 26 have 
been canceled. Independent claims 19 and 25, and claims 21 and 23 which depend 
from claim 19, are now in allowable form. 

Additionally, new claim 27 has been added. New claim 27 is entirely enabled by 
the specification and includes the allowable subject matter identified by the examiner. 
Accordingly, new claim 27 is allowable for at least the same reasons as independent 
claims 19 and 25.
